1 have frequently seen with 
my own eyes more than a thousand of 
these small bodies of birds hanging down 
on the seashore from a piece of timber, 
each inclosed m shells already formed. 
They do not breed and lay eggs like 
ot JOT birds do, nor do they ever hatch 
any egga, nor Jo they build nests in any 
corner of the earth. For this reason 
fasting blBhope and priests eat them be- 
cause they are not flesh nor born of 
flesh." Taken all in all the above is one 
of the moat remarkable ornithological 
opinions ever entertained.—St. Louis 
Beoablir.
